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RULES OF RACING | 


Meetings held under Rules and Regulations of N.Z.A.C.U. | 


ез ы раке each meeting the following flags shall be 
used:— 2

Black Flag ... Individual Competitor to withdraw im 
ace. 

" Yellow Flag .... Competitors are entering their last lap. 
Checkered Flag Au ал а You are Finished. 


The Red Flag or Light stops the Race, and the race may be re- 
run at the discretion of the Referee. 

If in the opinion of the Referee a rider is riding to the danger 
of other competitors, such rider shall be signalled with a Black Flag, 
and he shall immediately withdraw from the Race. 

If any rider spills and the race is stopped, such rider unaided may 
remount or walk with his machine; providing he finishes within three 


minutes of the winner passing the line, and that by so doing he can 


obtain second or third place in the event. 

Important.—No rider must pass across another rider unless there 
is a clear length separating both men. с 

Penalty.—Disqualification, either for the Race, the Meeting, or 
for a longer period. The Referee to decide. 

Match Races.—There shali be two methods of conducting Match 
Races, which shall always be over a distance of approximately one 
mile, namely:— 

(a) Best two out of three races. 
(b) One run only. 

If, when either method is used, either rider should fall or should 
stop owing to mechanical trouble during the first lap, the race shall 
be stopped and re-run. If the same rider falls or stops again in the 
re-run, the race shall not be stopped, but the other rider shall finish 
the required number of laps and be declared the winner. 

Match Races Draws for Position.—In all match races one draw 
only shall be allowed, which shall place the riders in position for the 
first heat. Тһе positions for the remaining heats shall automatically 
follow on, No. 2 and 3 in the first heat taking 1 and 2 in the second, 
and 1 No. 3 position. In the third heat No. 3 in the first heat takes 


No. 1, and 1 and 2, second and third position. 


In the event of lights failing, race ceases. : 
The management reserve the right to refuse any entry, without 
giving any reason.
